Since servicemen are not eligi- 
ble for on-the-job training, all of

. Illinois ranks first among the 
states in number of local govern- 
ments, with 6,453 as or January, 
1967, according lo • Maurice W. 
Scotl, Executive Vice President 
of the Taxpayers' Federation of 
Illinois. 

Scott commented that the Illi- 
nois General Assembly should 
have a good look at the multipli- 
city of local governments, the 
over-lapping authority and Hie 
wide variance in taxing power,, 
before giving any further consid- 
eration, to (he creation of more 
local, taxing . authorities. 

There arc 102 counties in Illi- 
nois consisting of two forms of 
government. The township form, 
of which there are 85, is govern- 
ed by a board of supervisors, and 
the commission form, numbering 
17, is governed by a board of 
commissioners. The 85 township 
counties are made up of , 1432 
townships governed by the elec- 
tors at the annual town meeting: 

Municipalities number 1256 > in 
Illinois, consisting of cities, vil- 
lages, and incorporated towns. 
Also there arc 1350 school dist- 
ricts in the State. While Illinois 
has done a commendable job, in 
school consolidation, Scoll noted 
tlial there arc areas of the Stale 
that still need attention in this re- 
gard, t :' |< 

The largest category of local 
government is the special dist- 
rict- This category is made up of 
2313 special purpose governments 
with a primary function ranging 
from Mosquito Abatement lo Mass 
Transportation. Drainage Dist- 
ricts, numbering 811 comprise the 
largest single group in this area, 
followed; by Fire Protection and 
Park DiBtrictsTwifli 704 and 217 
respectively. . 1 L 

There are commissions and 
authorities- listed under special 
districts which are limited in 
scope so as to only apply lo a 
small segment of Illinois or to a 
particular, problem within -the 
State, while there are- those -crea- 



ted to handle situations of a gen- 
eral application throughout the 
State. 

One might be curious lo know 
what the, properly lax price tag 
is for the' services rendered by 
these governments. The local 
property taxes extended and col- 
lectible for 1967 totaled $1,823.- 
093,442. School districts received 
$1,088,213,130 (59.66%); Cities 
and Vilfaagcs $352,522,806 (19.33 
%); Counties $134,728,285 (7.39 
%); Townships and Road Dis- 
tricts $80,071,183 (4.39%); SpCC : 
ial District groups received $10B,- 
457,978 (9.23%). 

While it is only realistic to as- 
sume that few of these govern- 
ments can be abolished, Scott 
commented thut consideration be 
given lo the study in depth of 
possible consolidation before any 
further expansion of local gov 
crnments is contemplated.
